in order to give as much in- 
dividual help as possible. 
Through patience and unde: 
standing the needs of the chil- 
dren are met insofar as is pos- 
sible. » 
Curriculum Adjustment 

In one phase of the curriculum 
adjustment classes the children 
are given an accelerated and en- 
riched program. This work is 
tied in with the regular class- 
room work whenever possible. 
Creative writing, advance math- 
matics, and junior typing are 
some of the fields that are ex- 
plored. 

Another phase of this pro- 
gram is that of helping boys and 
girls who need individual and 
additional help in reaching the 
limit of their ability level in the 
very important field of reading. 
All of this work is carried on in 
close cooperation with the class- 
room teacher. 

Homebound or Hospitalized 

The Royal Palm School also 
assumes the responsibility of 
teaching the homebound or hos- 
pitalized child, grades one 
through twelve. The Royal 
Palm teacher contacts the re- 
gular classroom teacher and 
carries on the same program in- 
sofar as possible with the home 
bound student. Many students 
who would get hopelessly be- 
hind or have to drop out of 
school are able to keep up with 
their classes by virtue of this 
service. 

Speech Classes 

The speech work is divided 
into two phases, The first phase 
is a speech improvement course 
for all first graders. The speech 
therapist goes to each of the 
fourteen first grades in the 
Glades area every week. At this 
time a sound is presented and 
the children are helped to learn 
to reproduce the sound correct- 
ly. 

The second phase of the 
speech program is the speech 
correction classes, At the be- 
ginning of the school year all 
second graders are tested by the 
speech therapist. Those who

ing stations are completely self- 
sustaining. The FCD supplies 
them with food, and they have 
their own electricity. They can 
continue to operate for a week 
or more, if necessary, even with 
out being contacted. 

A new teletype service, pro- 
vided by the Miami Weather 
Bureau, brings frequent weath- 
er bulletins to FCD offices in 
West Palm Beach. This service 
regularly brings hourly bulle- 
tins, but in case of a hurricane 
emergency, the service is step- 
ped up. 

The FCD also maintains two- 
way radio contact with all 
pumping stations, field offices, 
and mobile units. 

After the hurricane passes, 
inspection teams will survey 
conditions and damage accord- 
ing to prearranged plans. 
During 1960, FCD levees, 
canals, and other works pre- 
vented $28 million in flood da- 
mages even though the overall 
18-county project was less than 
one-third completed. 

Since 1960, a $3 million 
pumping station on the Palm 
Beach-Broward County line 


has been added to the FCD
